Fruits of the Sea. 


A friend of mine who undertook a 
camping holiday in the neighbourhood of 
Annalong, in the shadow of the Mourne 
Mountains, is loud in the praises of that 
district. Among the minor troubles of 
the camper is the question of access to 
fresh water, but that causés no bother 
beneath Mourne. Rills of crystal-clea 
and ice-cool water make their way under 
the soil and out in natural springs on 
the shore, so that you are never more 
than two minutes’ walk from one.

over, the camper’s diet is too frequently 
circumscribed. Tins pile up, and bacon- 
fry repeats ad nauseam. Among the rocks

The cleek, in this case, is a pole 
about five foot long, fitted with a metal 
hook. With it you prise up large pieces vf 
rock where the shore seems likely to show 
a hole, and, if you are lucky, you may 
extract a crab from its hiding place with 
the metal hook. An examination of the 
crab’s apron will tell you whether your 
fish is succulent or not. The crab that 
you catch in this way will not be very big, 
but its flesh tastes much better than that 
of its bigger relations, and three will 
make a decent meal. 

It is possible, too, that you may come 
upon a lobster lurking in its stony place 
of concealment. The lobster, however, is 
much sought after by professional fisher-

In Western 
Bohemia, in Moravia and also in parts of 
Slovakia. is to be found a highly-or- 
ganised industrial system, which produces 
goods of all kinds, from the “ heavy ”’ 
output of the famous Skoda works in Pil- 
sen to the beautiful ceramic ef Telch, and 
the glassware for which the country is re- 
nowned. No other country in Europe, 
with the exception of Germany, has or- 
ganised its industries so thoroughly, or 
with such success, as Czecho-Slovakia’ 
and for the last year for which complete 
figures are available she had a substantixl 
balance of trade in her favour. 

Side by side with her industries, low- 
aver, Czecho-Slovakia has a flourishing 
agricultural economy, Her beet-sugar 1n- 
dustry is known throughout the world, 
and it may be of interest to mention that 
the factory at Carlow, in the Free State, 
was built, and is managed, by a Czech. 
In the Republic there are more than 
609.000 acres of land under sugar-bect, 
mostly in the neighbourhood of Kolin, 


and they serve many useful purposes. 

Every Czech girl has an interest in her 
parents’ geese ; for they play an important 
part in the preparation of her trousseau. 
Goose feathers are prized highly and their 
plucking is quite a ceremony. When 
geese are being plucked all the neighbour- 
ing girls lend a willing hand; the feathers 
and the down are carefully collected and 
are used for making those quilts and 
pillows which constitute the most essen- 
tial part of the Czech maiden’s bottom 
drawer. There must be millions upon 
millions of geese in Czechc-Slovakia. The 
abundance of down and feathers makes 
wool unnecessary among the peasant popu- 
lation, and blankets are replaced by the 
extremely comfortable feather coverlets 
which one finds on every Czech bed. 

The goose has yet another va'ue to the 
thrifty Czech. It helps to supply the 
nation with fish. This needs some ex- 
planation, Czecho-Slovakia, in spite of 
Shakespeare’s praiseworthy effort to pro- 
vide it with a coast, is cut off completel+ 
from the sea, and accordingly fich is in 
the nature of a luxury. There are not 
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criticisms of Galsworthy and: Bernard 
Shaw; and he knew far more about the 
Irish Land Acts than I did. He was able 
to compare land purchase in his own 
country with what had been done over 
here, and was most anxious to know if the 
grass lands of County Meath really were 
as rich as he had been led to believe ! 


He told me much about farming 
methods in Czecho-Slovakia—about the 
rotation of crops, the artificial fertilisa- 
tion of the soil, and all the rest of it— 
and from my own small experience of agri- 
culture at home I recognized that he was 
an expert at his job. Times are bad in 
Czecho-Slovakia, as they are. everywhere 
else in the world, and the farmer is 
forced to bear more than his fair share 
of the national burden; but, as I have 
said already, the Czech agriculturist is 
satisfied with a very small profit margin, 
and his scientific methods enable him to 
keep going at a time when farmers 
throughout the world are losing money. 


DIFFERENT METHODS. 


The whole economy of farming in 
Southern Bohemia is so entirely different 
frum that in Ireland that it is intensely 
interesting to the Irish visitor. The first 
thing, of course, that he misses is the 
cattle in the fields. In that part of the 
eountry the cattle population is confined 
almost exclusively to milch cows, which 
are kept all the year round in their 
stalls. Beef is virtually unknown as a 
food-stuff. Pork, veal and the ever 
popular goose supply the deficiency, and 
nobody is a pennyworth the worse off. 

Then every available piece of ground is 
tilled for one purpose or another. 1 was 
eurious when I saw several acres of land 
under clover, and, on making inquiries, 
was told that it is used extensively for 
feeding purposes, and also that large 
quantities of it are exported—even to the 
United States—in the shape of seed. The

Wagner’s operas were -produced there, 
“The Rheingold,’’ ‘‘ The Valkyrie,’ 
“ Tristan and Isolda,’’ and ' The Master. 
singers.” Munich opera thereby achieved 
a world-wide reputation.

some fifteen or twenty miles to the east of 
Prague, which is the centre of the in- 
dustry. Until the general depression fell 
upon Europe this industry throve éxceed- 
ingly; yet the farmers were glad to ar- 
cept for their beet crops a sum which, 
expressed in gold, would not be regarded 


by an Irish beet-grower as sufficient to. 


eover his overhead charges. The Czech 
farmer realises the value of sugar-beet as 
n crop, especially for the purpose of in- 
ereasing his holding of live-stock, and, 
consequently, he is content with a reason- 
ably small profit. 


INTENSIVE TILLAGE. 

Apart [rin sug ir-beet, the Kepublic has 
some 2,000,000 acres under wheat. 
2.700,000 acres under rye, 2,175,000 acres 
under barley, and nearly 2,000,990 acres 
under potatoes. These are the csantry’s 
main crops. The land, on the whole, is 
not. very good — nothing like so 
good as the land in _ Ireland for 
example ; and in Bohemia there is virtually 
no pasture. Out in Slovakia there is a 
certain amount, but even there the soil is 
consparatively poor. Hard work, however, 
cvercomes even bad land, and the Czecho- 
Slovak farmer is nothing if not a hard 
worker. 

I was privileged to spend a week-end on 
a Bohemian farm, about a hundred miles 
south-east of Prague, between Pelhrimoy 
(Pilgram) and Jihlava (Igleu). It is 
about six hundred acres in extent, every 
square inch of which is under cultivation. 
On the way down from Prague one had a 
fairly good opportunity to observe at close 
quarters the manner in which the land is 
farmed. I drove down in a 100 h.p. Praga 
car, which has a playful habit of doing 
110 kilometres an hour at times, and thus 
interfering with one’s enjoyment of the 
pleasing sr gr ty but I managed to gain 
a pretty good idea of the country’s agri- 
cultural economy. 

It is a flattish country, reasonably well 
watered, and for miles and miles along the 
road one sees little but great expanses of 
corn and rye, with here and there a huge 
splash of potatoes in bloom. “There are no 
fields, as we know. them in Ireland; for 
there are neither hedges nor ditches—the 
Czech farmer is too economical for that 
luxury—and right up to the margin of the 
road, which is fined on either side by fruit- 
laden cherry trees, the ego we ex- 
tend; F more, there are few, if any, 
farmhouses, Generally, the owner of the 
ce rang his dwelling in a village, the 
inhabitants of which consist almost ex- 
of his workers ; and the result is 
that the countryside looks entirely 
different from any part of the British 
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many fish-bearing rivers, but there are in- 
numerable goose-ponds, and here is where 
the ingenuity of the Czech comes to the 
rescue, Every two or three years the 
goose ponds are stocked with carp-fry, 
which are allowed to mature pool earr: 
sntil they have reached the proper age 
for the table. Then the ponds are drained 
off, and the fish are caught by this simplest 
of all methods, to be rushed off to tue 
nearest market. ‘Thus does the ubiquitou; 
goose look after fast days in Czecho. 
Slovakia. ) 

Almost next to the goose in popular 
favour comes the poppy. Every peasant 
has a field or two from his farmer-employer 
in which he grows potatoes, perhaps a 
little wheat or maize, and domestic 
vegetables; but no matter how cramped 
may be his cultivable space you always 
will see a little patch of poppies, generally 
of the mauve and white variety, which are 
grown for their seeds. Poppy seeds are 
used by the Czech housewife in a variety 
of ways. Home-made bread almost in- 
variably is sprinkled on top either with 
poppy or caraway seeds, and a Czech 
peasant rather would do without his 
smokes than without his poppies. 

Yet another characteristic of the Czech 
village is the Bat’a shoe shop. Bat’a’s 
shoes are the cheapest—and for their price, 
by far the best—in the world. You can 
buy a perfectly wearable pair of men’s 
shoes for six shillings—even at present 
exchange rates—while for the same sum 
women can purchase the daintiest evening 
shoes, which in these islands would cost 
four or five times as much. How Bat’a 
lid it I do not profess to know; but he 
did, and one of his achievements was to 
establish a shop to sell his shoes in every 
village in Czecho-Slovakia, with the result 
that the humblest peasant girl can be as 
well shod as the grandest lady in the land. 
To this fact, indeed, Bat’a’s rivals—~such 
as they are—owe their very existence. A 
woman is a woman the world over, and 
when the colonel’s lady sees Judy O'Grady 
wearing a pair of Bat’a’s shoes nothing on 
‘earth will persuade her to follow her sub-

A PLEASANT STAY. 


I was greatly interested in the inner 
working of the farmstead in which I spent 
such a pleasant week-end. The house was 
a lovely, rambling old seventeenth century 
building, nestling in a charming little 
valley amid. a cluster of pleasing little 
cottages, with their multi-coloured gardens 
and their s -windows. Away on the 
sloping hillsides, as far as the eye could 
reach, were acres upon acres of crops— 
wheat, oats, barley, potatoes and clover— 
the wide expanse of delicate greens broken 
here and there by a stately pine wood. 
When I arrived the kine were being fed in 


| their stalls—the cattle are entire stal)- 


fed—and I was struck by the remarkable 
cleanliness of their quarters. This passion 
for cleanlineas applied also to the pig 
‘styes, and the whole farmyard gave the 
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Slovakia is that nothing must be wasted. 
I, really believe that my host would find | 
a profitable market for dandelions. 

Potatoes are grown in very large 
numbers, and the country produces far 
more than can be consumed by the native 
population. For the surplus production a 
ready market is provided by the simple 
process oí turning them into alcohol. At 
the farm at which I stayed there wae 
a regular distillery—Lihovar—im which 
alcohol was made from’ potatoes. The 
owner of the farm was under contract to 
supply so much spirits to the Government 
during the season, and the plant was 
arranged in such a.way as to provide an 
er record of every drop that was dis- 
tilled. 


SPIRIT FROM POTATOES. 


Instead of sending his potatoes in bulk 
to the market, therefore, the neighbouring 
peasant brings them to the “ Big House,’ 
where they are turned into alcohol. He 
gets a reasonably good price for them ; he 
has virtually no trouble; transport 
charges are saved, and everybody is 
satished. This is an extremely lucrative 
side-line for the Czech farmer, and the 
industry is regulated so carefully that the 
possibilities of abuse are negligible. 

There is much more that one could say 
about a visit to a Czech farm. One. could 
describe the beautiful parquet flooring, 
giving the impression of a town mansion 
rather than of a farmhouse; the after- 
dinner conversation, ranging from the 
price of butter to the psychological 
content of the Forsyte Saga; the quaint 
customs of the peasants, and the fascinat- 
Ing reminiscences of an old lady who re- 
membered the Prusso-Austrian war of 
1866, and had vivid memories of the cholera 
epidemic of those distant days. But space 
forbids me, so I shall leave my Bohemian 
farm with regret, hoping to see my kin‘ 
Czech friends again, and to feast my «yes 
once more on their smiling land.

START AGAIN DELAYED. 


From OUR Spreciat CORRESPONDENT. 
BALDONNEL AERUDROME, Tuesday. 


Although Mr. Mollison’s trans-Atlantic 
flight had been declared “off” for this 
morning, the efgineers stood by shortly after 
six o'clock in case a good report should be 
received, but their early. rising was of no 
savail. The first report to-day was even worse 
than that telephoned from the Air Minist 
late last night. The depressions had deepened, 
the winds freshened, and the low clouds had 
piled up to a still greater extent over the 
two thousand miles of ocean between Ireland 
and Newfoundland. An air of depression 
seemed to settle over the party which waited 
here for news of the flight's start. 

For the greater rt of the day Mr. 
Mollison remained at his hotel resting m pre- 
paration for his twenty-four hours’ journey 
to Harbour Grace. Although the weather 
report to-night was still unfavourable, | 
learned that. the instructions to the engineers 
and the petrol company to be standing by 
early ih the morning have been repeated, and 
a final decision to start the flight may be 
made at about 6.30 a.m. to-morrow, on receipt 
of the first weather forecast from London. 
Present conditions, however, seem to indicate 
a further postponement of the flight. . 

Mrs. Mollison returned from London in her 
Moth, Jason IV., at five o'clock this after- 
noon, having flown from Heston Aerodrome, 
where she cleared Customs, in three and a

Plans for India. 
After the Indian communities failed to 


question the British Government decided 
that this failure must not be allowed to 
delay its plans for the leading of the sub- 
continent into democratic paths. It 
undertook to find the solution that 
the Indians were unable to find for 
themselves, and last night the Cabinet’s 
schéme made known. On. the 
whole, it is very much what might 
have been expected. It is entirely western 
in concept, and, perhaps, might work 
excellently in the United States, Czecho- 
slovakia or any other polyglot country 
where the various communities were en- 
lightened and were accustomed to think in 
terms of the common weal, How it will 
serve in India is a question which only 
the boldest would dare to answer. Fortu- 
nately, the Cabinet has confined its efforts 
to the arrangements which will be made 
for the representation of British Indian 
communities in the Provincial Legis- 
latures. This limitation has been 
prompted by the hope that the Indian 
communities, inspired by the Govern. 
ment’s pronouncement upon basic issues, 
would hasten to find agreement among 
themselves in regard to other matters, 
Such simple faith deserves a rich reward, 
but things are not always ordered thus in 
this unsatisfactory world. 

The chief items are the proposals for 
the adequate representation of the de- 
pressed classes and to secure that 
woman's voice shall be heard in future 
Indian councils. All those who are non- 
voters in Moslem, Sikh, Indian Christian, 
Anglo-Indian or European constituencies 
will be entitled to vote in a general con- 
stituency. The depressed classes, it seems, 
will enjoy what amounts to a double vote, 
since, in addition to their right to poll 
in a general constituency, they will be 
grouped in special constituencies, and 
thus will be assured of a fixed number of 
seats. Such exaltation of the lowly is to 
continue for twenty years—unless some 
revision of the electoral system abolishes 
it earlier—by which time if is ‘hoped 
that the depressed classes will have 
emerged into the light. Referring to 
women, the British Government displays 
an almost aggressively European outlook, 
It is convinced that, without woman's 
influence in national affairs, India never 
can attain to a true progress, and, agree- 
ably to this faith, it has made up its 
mind to allot certain seats. to Hindustan’s 
feminine seekers after a political career. 
That their numbers are negligible is no 
matter; the Cabinet is certain that 
western ways are best, and ‘the women's 
seats will be divided between the various 
communities. 

“ A fair and honest iodine to hold 
the balance between conflicting claims in 
relation to the existing position in India”’ 
is Mr. Macdonald’s verdict upon his 
Government's plans. From the point of 
view of the philosophic altruist he is 
perfectly right; from the point of view of 
the statesman his judgment is open to 
much. criticism. Expressed in figures, 
the Cabinet’s scheme will raise the 
electorate for the Indian Provincial 
Legislatures from 7,000,000 to 36,000,000 
persons, and will enfranchise 6,600,000 
women, where hitherto only 310,000 
have enjoyed the vote. We shall not 
know the precise allotment of seats in the 
Legislatures until the new Government of 
India Bill has been drafted ; but it is vir- 
tually certain that the Hindus will have 
the majority which their nambers de- 
mand, but which will be justifiable on no 
other count. In practice, the provinces 
that contain a strong Moslem minority 
will be ruled by Hindus, but will not be 
governed by anybody unless British 
authority is brought to bear. Such, how- 
ever, will not be the intention of the

Every concern, however small, “that is com- 
_| pelled to close its doors means so many 
more men-out of employment, so much 
more capital lost to the country, so much 
less efficiency in the neighbourhood that 
it serves. There is no excuse for a tariff 
that produces such results. It will not 
bring one halfpenny into the country ; it 
will not give employment to a single Irish- 
man in place of the numbers whom it will 
disemploy ; its sole sorry justification is 
that it allows Mr, de Valera to strike a 
blow at England. Surely revenge, if 
revenge ever is justified, can take saner 
forms. The Government clapped tariffs 
indiscriminately on British produce 
without, apparently, the slightest regard 
for Ireland’s ability to do without that 
produce. German coal may burn as 
brightly as British coal in the household 
grate—opinions differ on this subject— 
and that consideration seems to be quite 
sufficient for Mr. de Valera’s Government. 
It occurred to nobody to determine 
whether German coal would give the same 
satisfaction to the electrical and gas con- 
cerns or to the railways. In consequence, 
those concerns either must lose money or 
must give inferior service at greater cost. 


Rail and Road. 


A British Transport Commission, which 
was appointed four months ago, has issued 
a very notable report. Heads of the four 
railway groups and four representatives of 
goods traffic by road, under the inde- 
pendent chairmanship of Sir Arthur 
Salter, constituted the Commission; and 
its goal was a modus vivendi which would 
regulate the now bitter and uneconomic 
conflict between road and rail. The fact 
that the Commission has been able to 
reach unanimous conclusions will provoke 
hardly less surprise than encouragement. 
: We are told that it has contrived a basis 
of fair competition and division of 
functions; and the news will cheer the 
hearts of the railways’ sorely tried share- 
holders. The Commission recommends 
that traffic unsuitable to the roads shall 
be prohibited and that the taxation of 
commercial vehicles—particularly of heavy 
types—shall be increased. Its main pro- 
posal is that mechanically propelled 
vehicles of all sorts shall contribute a total 
sum of £60,000,000 a year to the cost of 
roads. Of that total the 364,000 commercial 
goods vehicles will pay 234 millions, and 
all other classes—including private motor 
cars, motor cycles and omnibuses—will 
pay 364 millions. Under this allotment 
the present taxation of commercial goods 
vehicles will be increased by £2,500,000 a 
year. In other words, Britain’s leading 
representatives of goods traffic by road 
admit—and here is the report’s prime 
significance—that the railways have a real 
grievance and a real case for reform of the 
present methods of unfair competition. 
We must hope that this report will stir the 
conscience of the Free State Government. 
Hitherto it has refused stubbornly to help 
its own railways—now almost in extremis. 
It has refused to lighten their crushing 
and unjust burdens, Its sole act has been 
to grant a relief of taxation to 
road services, already unduly favoured, 
whose uneconomic aggression endangers 
£58,000,000. of Irish capital and the liveli- 
hood of 15,000 railway workers. The in- 
difference of the Free State Government to 
the railways’ plight has been inexplicable. 
If if, is maintained after the findings of 
this English Commission, jit will become 
sinister. 


Ametican Cruisers. 


When the Portland and the Indianapolis 
are completed the United States Navy will 
receive an accretion of strength wholly dis- 
proportionate to the normal value of two 
ten thousand ton units. These two ships | ! 
originally were planned as ten thousand 
ton cruisers of the “ tin-clad ” variety, 
which has been strangely popular since 
the War. During their construction, how- 
ever, American naval opinion revolted so 
strongly against the “' tin-clad ” cruiser 
that the plans were changed, and accord- 
ingly the Portland and the Indianapolis 
will carry heavy armour belts and strong 
steel decks. Some sacrifice of speed has 
been necessary to secure such protection, 
but there can be no doubt that in anything 
like a set encounter either of these vessels 
would be more than the equal of any 
British cruiser for some time to come, 
although the British ship would be the 
faster. When the London Treaty was 
signed, allotting fifteen heavy cruisers 
to the British Ex and eighteen 
to the United States, the British quota 
already existed, while only eight of 
the United States allowance had been 
laid down.

INCREASED BETTING, 


With regard to the general question the 

report states :—‘‘ We are satisfied that the 
primary object, if, indeed, it is not the 
sole object, of the vast majority of those 
who attend greyhound racing meetings is 
the investment of money in betting on the 
different dogs competing, and we are of 
opinion that the introduction of the 
totalisator on greyhound racing tracks 
would result in a considerable increase 
in this volume of betting. We are also 
satisfied that a large proportion of the 
attendances at greyhound racing tracks 
is drawn from the poorer classes, and it 
is, therefore, clear that the setting up of 
the totalisator would mean increased 
betting by the class of persons who can 
least afford it, and among whom, indeed, 
it should be discouraged.”’ 
_ The Committee did not desire to draw 
invidious comparisons ‘between’ book- 
makers and the totalisator as a means of 
betting; the only comment they would 
make was that whereyer the totalisator 
was in operation bookmakers must be al- 
lawed to operate, and that the same faci- 
lities for credit betting would still exist 
side by side with the totalisator. 


GREYHOUND-BREEDING., 


The Committee: then proceed to deal 
with the question from the point of view 
of the greyhound-breeding industry. 

From the evidence given before them 
the Committee believed that the industry 
of greyhound-breeding was in an increas- 
ingly prosperous condition, and that it 
would, in their opinion, continue. to pros- 
per so long as greyhound-racing main- 
tains its present degree of popularity in 
England, and that the resultant demand 
for greyhounds continues to exist in that 
country. 

The report concludes —

TITHE Government's decisions regardin 
. certain communal problems connect 
with the framing of a new Indian Constitu-

The Government have tackled the 
problems because the continued failure of 
the communities to reach agreement on the 
position of minorities was a block to pro- 

8s. 

The scheme is confined to the arrange- 
ments to be made for the representation of 
the British Indian communities in the 
Provincial Legislatures. 

** The decision to limit the scope of the 
scheme has been taken in the hope that, 
once a pronouncement has been made upon 
the basic questions of method and propor- 
tions of representation, the communities 
themselves may find it possible to arrive 
at a modus vivendi on other communal 
problems which have not, as yet, received 
the examination they require.’’ 


MODE OF VOTING, 


Under the scheme all qualified electors 
who are not voters either in a Muham- 
madan, Sikh, Indian, Christian, Anglo- 
Indian or European constituency, will be 
entitled to vote in a general constituency. 

Members of the ‘* depressed classes ”’ 
qualified to vote will vote in a general con- 
stituency. In view of the fact that for a 
considerable period these classes would be 
unlikely by this means alone to secure any 
adequate representation in the Legislature, 
a number of special seats will be assigned 
to them. These seats will be filled by 
election from special constituencies, in 
which only members of the ‘ depressed 
classes ’’ electorally qualified will be en- 
titled to vote. Any person voting in such 
a special constituency will be also entitled 
to vote in a general constituency. It is 
intended that these constituencies should 
be formed in selected areas, where the 
‘“‘ depressed classes ’’ are most numerous. 

These special constituencies shall come 


| to an end after twenty years, if they have 


not previously been abolished under the 
general powers of electoral revision. 


WOMEN MEMBERS, 


The Government attach great import- 
ance to securing that the new Legislatures 
should contain at least a small number of 
women members. They feel that at the 
outset this object could not be achieved 
without creating a certain number of 
seats specially allotted to women. They 
also feel that it is essential that women 
members should not be drawn dispro- 
ortionately from one community. They 
Sans been unable to find any system 
which would avoid this risk, and would 
be consistent with the rest of the scheme 
for representation which they have found 
it necessary to adopt, except that of 
limiting the electorate for each special 
woman’s seat to voters from one com- 
munity. The special women’s seats have 
accordingly been specifically divided 


between the various communities.

It was subsequently learned that 
new proposals, which emanated from 
influential quarters, were placed before 
the meeting, but these were not disclosed 
to the Press. | 

No decision was reached by the meeting, 
which adjourned until 11 o’clock on Friday 
morning. This was the third mass meet- 
ing of the men in ten days. The men’s 
Council of Action is almost continuously 
in session. 

Messrs. James Coburn, T.D., chairman ; 
Patrick Hughes, Joseph Hamill and T. C. 
O'Mahony, Town Clerk, were appointed at 
a meeting of the Dundalk Urban Council 
to-night to interview the directors of the 
Great Northern Railway, the Actin 
Minister for Industry and Commerce wail 
the strikers’ Council of Action, with a view 
to securing a speedy ending of the dispute 
at the Great Northern Railway works. 

The Chairman said that they were aware 
of the importance of the railway works to 
the trade and commerce of Dundalk. They 
knew that the directors and all concerned 
had done a lot in the past to bring as 
much work as possible to their head works 
at Dundalk. They also knew that the men 
had given good and faithful service. The 
good feelings that had prevailed in the 
past between the company and the men 
should weigh heavily with all concerned to 
bring the dispute to an end. The 
Councillors, as the representatives of the 
town, felt that, if the strike continued, it 
would be a big loss to the district. 

Mr. Hughes paid a tribute. to the 
strikers on the manner in which they had 
conducted themselves.

BRITISH RAIL AND 
ROAD TRANSPORT. 


AN IMPORTANT AGREE. 
MENT. 


The heads of the four British. railway 
systems and four prominent representa- 
tives of goods transport by road, under 
the independent chairmanship of Sir 
Arthur, Salter, have reached unanimous 
conclusions as to what would be a fair 
basis of competition and division of 
function between rail and road transport 
of goods. 

The recommendations of the Conference, 
which was appointed. by Mr. Pybus, 
Mirister of Transport, in April last, in- 
clude the following :— 

Mechanically-propelled vehicles should 
pay £60,000,000 per annum towards the 
cost of the roads. 

Increased taxation for commercial 
vehicles, particularly of the heaviest types. 

Regulations, under a licensing system, 
regarding the conditions of employment by 
hauliers, and prohibition of unsuitable 
traffic on the roads. 

The report points out that there are now 
about a million private motor cars, 627,000 
motor cycles, 364,000 goods motor vehicles,

Mr. F. McKeever said that farmers 
were the backbone of the country, and 
everybody was dependent upon them. 
They were being made at present to hold 
the baby, which meant they were getting 
all the: kicks. Timés were bad enough 
when they had an alternative market for 
their cattle. Now they were a great deal 
worse. They were told that they were 
going to have the sum of two million 
pounds. What guarantee was there that 
in a short time the Government might 
not say; “‘ We cannot give it.” In a few 
months, when their wives and children 
were asking for bread, polities was not 
going to feed them. They had just got 
gó get together if they wanted anything 
one.

Mr. M. O'Reilly, T.D. (F.F., Meath), 


said that he had been elected to carry out 
a certain programme, and that was to seo 
as far as he could that nobody in the 
County Meath was in dire need. They 
believed as a Government that they had 
the right to retain certain moneys, and 
they were carrying out the orders of the 
majority of the people. The-Government 
had no intention of doing the slightest 
injury to anybody in the cattle trade such 
as those represented there, nor was there 
any intention of trying to get them into a 
position. that they would be unable to 
maintain their hold on the British market. 

They wanted to hold the British market 
or any other market, and they wanted to 
get more markets, if 1t was possible. In 
order to hold the British market there 
were two things they must keep primarily 
in front of them—they must improve the 
quality of their produce and must also 
lower the cost of production.

Saturday were made to-day by ier 
Hitler, the Nazi leader, in his first public 
statement. regarding his "refusal to enter the 
von Papen Cabinet, which he has given to a 
Rhineland newspaper. 

“ My followers would never have under- 
stood it if I had accepted the compromise 
as proposed by President Hindenburg,’’ he 
declared. While stating that he was convinced 
that the present Government’s activities were 
leading straight to chaos, he declined to make 
known his future policy. 

Herr Hitler re-asserted that the Chancellor- 
ship was his right in view of the sensational 
strength of his movement, since in other 
countries, and, indeed, formerly in Germany, 
the leader of. the largest political party was 
asked after an election to form a Cabinet. 
More recently statesmanlike qualities ap- 
parently depended upon the smallness of 
parties. 


SIDELIGHTS. 


He went on to give some interesting side- 
lights on his interview with the President on 
Saturday. He admitted he was not wilung 
to go to President Hindenburg, because he 
considered that, according to the Constitution, 
it was the duty of the President to taxe a 
hand in the forming of a Cabinet only after 
the resignation of the Chancellor. He : garded 
Herr von Papen’s aé¢tion in dragging in the 
President as an attempt to shift the responsi- 
bility to the shoulders of the President. 

“When I came to see the Chancellor, not 
at my request, but at his,” continued Herr 
Hitler, “ I stated my conditions, but I learned 
that they were declined by the Cabinet. When 
it was suggested that I should see President 
von Hindenburg, I definitely asked whether 
the President had already made a decision. 
I was assured that his mind was still open. 
As « matter of fact, he had made up his 
mind a quarter of an hour before I visited 
him, and the Press was informed that iny 
visit was a mere formality. I then actua'ly 
refrained from explaining my views fully to 
him.” 

Herr Hitler claimed that some of his fol- 
lowers had been assaulted by Communists, 
and he mentioned that in 1931 six thousand, 
and in 1932 already 8,200, had heen seriously 
injured, while 300 had been killed by their 
political opponents.

The strength of cable advices, together with the 
firmness of the Stock market, had a beneficial 
effect during the early dealings on the Grain 
market to-day.

POULTRY, CAGE BIRDS, DAIRY.

AUTUMN CHICKENS. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
Irish Times, the FPoultry Correspondent 
says :'— 

Although farmers have frequently a hap- 
hasard way of doing things connected 
with oultry management, from a sort of 
cdatike in idea that they are not worth 
taking much trouble with, and in this 
way hatch out chickens as the notion 

takes them, if there are broody hens 
about, so that there are often chickens 
running about at all times; yet the 
regular hatching during August and 
September for a definite object is seldom 
carried out. It is not often that hatch- 
ing is done at this season to produce 
layers, for pullets hatched now will not 
likely lay till spring, when eggs are 
cheapest; but there are other reasons 
why it may be profitable to rear chickens 
during the next few months. It may be 
done to supply the Christmas market 
with table se é or to supply the de- 
mand for roasting fowls in the early part 
of the year, when they come in before 
spring chickens, and seach good prices 
where there is a market for them.
